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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Magarill clearly teaches a light pipe (2) with an image directed upon its entrance (Fig. 1). Handschy teaches the needed optical elements, 
as well as an image directed at a target (46), The combination of the two would meet the criteria of the claim, as well as motivation in the 
Abstract of Magarill. In the write up of claim 29 in the Final Office Action it is clearly stated that Handschy teaches an array within a norv 
radially symmetrical aperture (Figs. 7A and 7B), therefore McClelland is not replied upon to teach this limitation as the applicant asserts. 
All the McClelland it relied upon is to teach a particular mirror and an allignement. Replacing a mirror with a more advanced mirror would 
be obvious. 
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
